Bolivia 
is 25 miles southwest of Wil- 
mington. 

Later he went to the scene of 
the crash, about one and one- 
half miles west of Bolivia. 

“The pilot was still in the 
cockpit and bodies were still in 
the plane and scattered all over 
the field,” Edwards said, 

“Both of the wings were 
folded and one was loose. And 
there was luggage scattered all 
around.”’

The plane took off from New 
York at 11:50 p.m. and was due 
in’ Miami at 4:36 a.m. It was re- 
ported missing after it missed 
two consecutive radio check- 
points—over the Atlantic east of

Convention in View. 

The two top Democrats in 
Congress — House Speaker Ray- 
burn and Senate Majority leader 
Johnson, both of Texas—took 
note in their pre-season press 
conferences that the political 
conventions in July provide a 
target date for adjournment of 
Congress. 

Both spoke also of civil rights 
legislation as a major matter 
for the session. 

Johnson said it was ‘‘obvious 
to all informed members of 
Congress that Congress will con- 
sider and act on a civil rights 
bill this session.” 

He recalled that Senate lead- 
ers had agreed the subject of 
civil rights would come up in 
the Senate early this session, 
probably by mid-February. 

In addition to civil rights, 
Johnson said the Senate must 
consider the annual appropria- 
tions, aid to education, defense 
preparedness, foreign relations 
and numerous other major is- 
sues. | 

Must at Once. 

Johnson said the Senate must 

begin actual work during this 
month, February and March if 
it is to complete ‘“‘a very tight 
schedule.” 
- Rayburn told his press confer- 
ence that civil rights legislation 
could be passed by the House 
within two weeks if enough mem- 
bers want it. 

That could be done, he said, 
by taking a pending bill from the 
House Rules Committee where 
a coalition of southern Demo- 
crats and Republicafs has kept 
it bottled. The bill could be 
taken from the committee if half 
the House membership signed a 
petition to do so. 

The annual cry for economy 

came from Representative Clar- 
ence Cannon (Dem.), Missouri, 
chairman of the House Appropri- 
ations Committee. 
“The budget goes up and up 
every year,” Cannon complained 
last night. “The interest on the 
national debt goes up and up. 
Wartime tax rates are kept in 
effect and there is no hope or 
expectation of cutting taxes. 

“I am very much disappointed 
at the size of the budget (about 
81 billion dollars). It must be 
cut.”

CARBONDALE, Iil., Jan. 6— 
Adlai Stevenson says the current 
combination of “little aims and 
large fears” in America holds 
within it the seed of destruction 
for freedom in the world, 

Stevenson, in a statement of 
his outlook for the 1960s given 


last mght in a Southern Illinois | 


University. radio news program, 
called for national leadership “to 
marshal our will and point the 
way” toward new purpose and 
the achievement of new goals. 
“In the most radical and revo- 
lutionary epoch.of man’s history, 


the dominant concerns of our 


leadership have been . almost: 


wholly defensive,” Stevenson 
said. “‘We have not been urged 
and spurred on by the positive 
opportunities of world-building 
and nation-building inherent in 
our position as the most fabu- 
lously endowed people orem 
has ever seen. 


“On the contrary, our tocol 


policy has been dominated. by |. 


fear of Communism and our do- 
mestic policy by fear of infla- 
tion.”’ 

The message. from the two- 
time Democratic presidential 
candidate was written for James 
L. C. Ford, §.1.U. journalism 
professor, and broadcast on his 
weekly show, “Background,” 
over the campus station, WSIU- 
FM. 


Criticizes Little Aims. 


Speaking of the threat to 
world freedom, Stevenson said, 
‘Freedom is not an ideal, it is 
not even a protection, if it means 
nothing more than freedom to 
stagnate, to live without dreams, 
to have no greater aim than a 
second car and another television 
set—and this in a world where 
half our fellow men have less 
than enough to eat.” 


He said he believes that our 
*‘present combination of compla- 
cency and apprehension, of little 
aims and large fears, has within 
it the seed of destruction, first 
for our own community, and 
then for the larger hope that... 
freedom, not tyranny, will be the 
organizing principle of the so- 
ciety of man” as science and 
technology bring nations closer 
together. 


While he sees “‘little sign of 
any challenging approach in pos- 
itive terms to our problems at 
the present time,’’ Stevenson 
said the United States possesses 
the moral and material elements 
of new purpose and the achieve- 
ment of new goals. 

“The country is ready and the 
time is wasting,” he said. “It is 
the task of national leadership to 
marshal our will and point the 
way.” 

Scores Negative Policies, 


Stevenson scored American pol- 
icy and social thinking.

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U.S. IS REPORTED 
PILING NUCLEAR 
ARMS IN BRITAIN 


LONDON, Jan. 6 (UPI)—The 
Daily Express said today the 
United States is building a stock- 
pile in Britain of at least 500 
nuclear weapons, including hy- 
drogen bombs, “baby” . atomic 
bombs and hydrogen warheads 
for missiles. 

A Defense Ministry spokes- 
man dismissed the Express re- 
port as ‘‘pure speculation.” 

The Express said the United 
States already has upwards of 
400 nuclear weapons stockpiled 
in this country and is flying in 
about 100 more to arm the 48th 
Fighter-Bomber Wing, trans- 
ferred today from France. 

“The total destructive power 
(of these weapons) equals at 
least 12,000 Hiroshima blasts,” 
the Express said. ‘‘The H-bombs 
haye a punch with the power of 
15,000,000 tons of TNT, the i- 
cal (baby) bombs the equivalent 
of about 5000 tons.”

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6—Sen- 
ator Thomas C. Hennings (Dem.). 
Missouri, said today he will 
sponsor a “freedom of informa- 
tion” bill designed to end sup- 
pression of news by government 
officials. 

Noting that the proposed: meas- 
ure has been approved by a ma- 
jority of the Senate Constitu- 
tional Rights subcommittee, 
which he heads, Hennings said 
he felt chances for adoption of 
the legislation at the session of 
Congress opening today “have 
been materially increased.” 

He said he would introduce the 
bill in the Senate in the near 
future. 

It would rewrite the public in- 
formation section of the Adminé 
istrative Procedure Act of 1946. 
Hennings said vague language in 
the preesnt act had resulted in 
abuses by some agencies. 

“The history of this section,” 
he noted in a statement, “shows 
that some officials have taken 
advantage of the ambiguous lan- 
guage and misused it to conceal, 
rather than divulge, information 
which the public has every right 
to know.” 

Precise Standard. 

.The measure he proposes is 
designed to overcome this con- 
dition, Hennings went on, by giv- 
ing agency officials ‘‘a precise 
standard for determining what 
must be made public and what 
may be kept confidential.” 

The bill would require “‘every 
individual vote and official act” 
of administrative agencies to be 
recorded and made available to 
the public. With certain excep- 
tions, it would require “‘all rec- 
ords, files, papers and docu- 
ments submitted to and re- 
ceived” by govenment agencies 
to be opened to the public. 

A number of types of informa- 
tion are exempted, Included are 
matters invading personal pri- 
vacy, affecting the national se- 
curity, or those that have been 
submitted in confidence in ac- 
cordance with ‘law or published 
rules or that have been exempted 
by statute from disclosure. 

The bill is a revised version 
of one that Hennings introduced 
in the Senate last January. That 
measure was never reported 
out of committee. Hennings’s 
subcommittee has held hearings 
over the last three years on the 
problem of free access to in- 
formation. 

~ “Won’t Affect Doctrine. 

A spokesman for the subcom- 
mittee said the proposed bill 
would not affect the doctrine of 
“executive: privilege” that has 


often been relied on by Presi-jj 


dent Eisenhower and some offi-| 
cials of the executive branch 
for withholding information. The 
spokesman explained that the 
doctrine is a matter of consti- 
tutional interpretation rather 
than one of statutory action. 

In a somewhat related matter, 

Hennings announced today that 
during a third-year period ended 
last July 30, federal agencies 
purchased $141,136 worth of one 
type of small electronic record- 
ing. device and accessories. In 
addition, during the last six 
months, he said, eight federal 
offices purchased 17 of the de 
vices. 
The figures were gathered by 
the constitutional rights subcom- 
mittee as a result of hearings 
held last year on the use of elec- 
tronic eavesdropping equipment 
by federal agencies. 

In an interim report issued to- 
day, Hennings said the subcom- 
mittee has not learned why the 
devices were purchaged, 

Purchases 


Federal agencies that Hennings 
said purchsed the equipment in 
the last six months included the 
Internal Revenue Service, Na- 
tional Institute of Health and 
several military installations. 

Hennings emphasized that the 

ttee was not taking the 
position that ‘“‘mere possession 
of a miniature recording device 
is necessarily sinister or even 
improper.” He said the subcom- 
mittee is seeking to détermine 
whether regulatory legislation is 
n 


The use of electronic devices, 
some of which can be operated 
without the knowledge of persons 
whose conversation is being re- 
corded, is not prohibited by fed- 
eral law. 


CASE ON OPENING MISSOURI U. 
DISCIPLINE FILES DISMISSED 


JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 6— 
A petition asking that Univer- 
sity of Missouri disciplinary rec- 
ords be withheld as evidence in 
a case involving nine students 
has been dismissed by the Mis- 
souri Supreme Court, it was 
learned today. The case grew out 
of the invasion of a home in Co- 
lumbia last Feb. 15. 

The Supreme Court took no ac- 
tion and left the issue undeter- 
mined after the students orig- 
inally charged with burglary and 
assault, entered pleas of guilty to 
lesser charges. Boone county 
prosecuting attorney Larry 
Woods had asked that the Uni- 
versity’s records be submitted as 
evidence in Magistrate Temple 
. H. Morgett’s court. 

It was argued by the univer- 
sity that the records were privi- 
leged and should not be opéned 
to public view. Three youths 
_ were placed on probation by the 
university, others were  sus- 
pended and one was dismissed. 
Three of the 11 originally in- 
voived im the case were from 
the St. Louis area.

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Union's Victory Over Big Steel 
Makes It Plain Producers Triec 
To Win Too a Too — ‘on

THE STEEL SETTLEMENT marked ‘a rout for the mor , 
companies in, what fhey considered a crusade to re-establish t a5 
lost prerogatives of management. . 
This made the steel mills an economic battlefield of vital im- 
portatice to all big employers and unions. A at tee baci vic- 
tory would have meant a genéral. reassessment of the bar 
ing relationships that have been built up in most major Sieenaee 
The: outcome made it plain then chairman of United Sta ee 


that the steel producers tried to 
accomplish t6o much too quickly 
and suffered-almost total defeat. 
Most. observers are convinced 
that. they could have bought.a 
strike-free settlement for less 
than 10 cents'an hour last June. 
Some think the union would have 
hesitated to call its members out. 
if the industry had offered only 5 
cents without pressing the ex- 
plosive work rules issue. 

This contrasts with the 16- 
cent annual improvement in 
hourly Jabor costs contained in 
the final agreement, 


TOO MUCH PROSPERITY 
was one Of the industry’s handi- 
caps in its effort to persuade the 
union that its members should 
accept a wage freeze or give up 
long-established working prac- 
tices in the interest of improving 
steel’s competitive position. If 
the industry, at a time of peak 
profits and record output, had 
made a token price cut its claim 
on public and political support 
would have been unassailable. 


The industry’s most conspicu- 
ous tactical miscaleulation was 
in the scope of its eight-point 
program for ending manpower 
waste. The proposals for abol-

Gen. Taylor's Shocking Story 
Of How U.S.Forms Defense Policy

TAYLOR, under the theory of 
rotation of the chairmanship of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff between 
the services, was due to be of- 
fered the appointment as chair- 
man, but he did not receive it. 
This was probably due to his 
persistent objection within offi- 
cial circles to the “new look” 
military policy of the Adminis- 
tration. Had he been given the 
appointment, he would have been 
in a position to bring about 
changes that were objected to 
by the Air Force and the Navy 
and were in disagreement with 
official policy. 

TAYLOR SAYS that Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, a life-time 
soldier himself, has done more 
to impair the integrity of the 
military chiefs than any Presi- 
dent for more than half a cen- 
tury. 

This occurred when the Presi- 
dent made a clean sweep of the 
“bad old chiefs” at the outset of 
his Administration and appointed 
an entire new slate that “were 
regarded as members of the Ad- — 
ministration ‘team’ working for 
the objectives of that team un- 
der the guidance of their civilian 
superiors,” 

“In formulating their military 
advice,” Taylor continues, “‘it 
was hoped they would take into 
account the views and feelings 
of these superiors and avoid sub- 
mitting contentious or embar- 
rassing recommendations.”

Upon first sight I thought the 
letter signed “A European View” 
to be a hohx. Taking it seriously, 
I would like to ask the writer 
whether, as a foreigner, he would 
have a chance to publish a simi- 
larly superficial and insulting letter 
in a German newspaper. 

For the benefit of your readers 
the statement of this foreign stu- 
dent should not stand uncontra- 
dicted.

Moreover, for years 
I have been successful, thanks to 
the co-operation of the university 
and of the citizens of St. Louis, to 
have German students placed with 
a fellowship at Washington Univer- 
sity.

The Youthful View of Delinquency By Hugh P. Williamson Jr. 


(A student at Fulton High School, 
Hugh P. Williamson Jr. won the 
American Legion Auziliary’s Mis- 
souri contest with the essay from 
which extracts are printed here.) 

One of the largest single causes of 
juvenile delinquency is idleness. When 
a youth is fully and happily occupied, 
he is not susceptible to the suggestion, 
‘“‘Let’s borrow a car and take a ride.” 
Nor does he usually break windows, 
tear down signs, rob schools and 
stores or commit acts of vandalism

affairs and projects. We must find 


sponsored programs of recreation and 
amusement, church activities, clubs, 
hobby groups and Scouting. We need 
to remember that a juvenile’s time 
can be spent in two ways, and that 
when good ways are not provided, bad 
ones are always at hand. 

Another cause of juvenile delinquen- 
cy is the home in which there is little 
or no love and the juvenile is made to 
feel unwanted. Many times this drives 
a teenager to the extreme of commit- 
ting a crime as the only way to gain 
attention. 3 

The only way to keep a youth at 
home is to make it an enjoyable place 
for him and his friends. The surest 


persons who plan to establish a home. 
Lack of discipline in the home and 
wrong examples set by parents are 
other causes of juvenile delinquency. 
Children who are allowed to have 
everything they want and do anything 
they please frequently grow up to dis- 
regard the rights of others. Children 
raised by parents who boast of run- 
ning traffic lights and fooling radar 
timers feel no compunction about 
doing these things themselves. 
Finally, there gre immoral films, 
comic books and othér publications 
that glorify and revel in violence and 


perversion; and the illegal supplying 


of minors with beer, whisky, and nar-

use its “sharpest weapons” 
against any rebirth of Nazi ideas. ! 
Special police commissions have . 
been established to track down 
guilty individuals and to discov- 
er if possible any underground 
conspiracy. 

Without any question there is 
an element of irresponsible, vi- 
cious pranking in what has hap- 
pened. However, Nazi symbols 
and anti-Jewish slogans are in- 
volved and for this there must 
be some additional reasons. 

There still is some anti-Sem- 
itism in Germany. One public 
opinion survey tried recently to 
get at this difficult. question and 
concluded that perhaps 10 per | 
cent of the people continue to 
carry some of this Nazi infection 
consciously or otherwise. 


THERE ARE AT LEAST two 
other disturbing aspects of this 
current binge. 

Some of those now in custody | 
are in their middle 20s, wale 
means they were about 10 years | 
old when the war ended.

The implication of this aspect 
often is lost. If anti-Semitism is 
not directed against Jews as 
such it must have some other 
target. 

Karl Marx, publisher of the 
principal weekly for Jewish read- 
ers in Germany, says the attack 
is aimed at the democratic sys- 
tem in general. 

To understand this it is im- 
portant to appreciate that Nazi 
ideas are kept alive by a group 
of small but noisy right-wing or- 
ganizations including the D.R.P. 
(Deutsche Reichs Partei) and 
related youth groups. 

None of these openly indorses 
anti-Semitism. At this stage they | 

wouldn’t dare. But their policies 
are nationalist and anti-Western. 
They are opposed to trials of | 
Nazi criminals and they have 
been stirred into activity by the | 
fact that a new cycle of such | 
trials is about to begin in the 
German courts. | 

The two young men who 
smeared the Cologne synagogue 
were members of D.R.P. and 
the head of the Cologne district 
organization has been charged 
as an accomplice. 

For its part D.R.P. has tried 
to blame “agents provocateur” 
sent from Communist-controlled 
East Germany for the out- 
break. It is extremely popular 
just now to blame anything that 
goes wrong in West Germany 
on the Communists. 

At first glance this seems too 
pat. But the right and the left 
in Germany always tend to com- 
bine against the center as they 
did before 1933 to pull down the 
Weimar republic. The Commu- 
nists have recently been preach- 
ing a kind of anti-Western na- 
tionalism that fits the D.R.P. 


right-wing veterans’ organiza- 
tions. 

Whether they planned the out- 
breaks or not, there is no doubt 
that Communists expect to cap- 
italize on them. For months 
they have been urging that West 
Germany is no fit partner for 
the free world and that existing 
freedom of West Germany and 
West Berlin are not worth the 
free world’s protection.

Fungus Infections

“Can you give me any advice about ringworm of the 
scalp? My children have had it for months. I use an oint- 
ment the doctor gave me, but it didn’t help much. 

MRS. R.Q.” 


The above letters are but a few of the many I have re- 
ceived on the subject. Fungus infections, of which ringworm 
is only one, but extremely prevalent, have been a hard prob- 
lem to solve for years. 


Since last summer we have had something new 
that seems to be a real improvement in treating 
such cases. This is an antibiotic which attacks some 
fungus organi ringworm, fortunately, being one. 


The new antibiotic is called griseofulvin (different trade 
names include the “‘fulvin’” part of the name. It is not an 
antibiotic in precisely the same sense as the numerous ‘‘won- 
der drugs,”’ since they suppress bacteria rather than fungi. 
Griseofulvin, while derived from the same source as penicillin, 
attacks fungi but not bacteria. 

Anyway, for the first time we have a drug that can be 
taken in pill form,which attacks ringworm and half a dozen 
or so other common fungi. It is not a cheap drug (neither is 
any other antibiotic) but it has been proving very effective. 
In one remarkable case, the drug finally put an end to a 
fungus infection for a woman who had been suffering from 
it for more than half a century, poor soul. 

Where the skin alone is affected, often two or three 
weeks is enough to end it with griseofulvin. Where nails are 
involved, it has been necessary to continue treatment until 
the whole nail has grown out and has been replaced. The 
fungus, if it has invaded the nail, will remain there until the 
infected portion of the nail is gone. 

The griseofulvin, while it spreads through virtually all 
of the body, cannot penetrate up into the nail that has already 
been formed. Hence some physicians are recommending that 
in such cases it is quicker, cheaper and thus better to remove 
such a nail surgically, as that is not a very difficult thing 
to do. At least nail should be trimmed or scraped to get 
rough parts off. 


Anyway, griseofulvin, while new, seems to be a 
most promising and useful drug. You should, however, 
realize that it doesn’t do its work overnight.

West takes the ace of 
hearts and leads a spade to the 
ace, Back comes a spade, and 
West ruffs to defeat the contract.

The people living in the villages 
practically belong to the landlord also, and they till the land 
that is his outside of the villages, 


Conditions in the villages have not been good, but 
they have been slowly improving. And the government 
has been concerned sufficiently to appoint a woman for 
the first time in the Department of Agriculture to try 
to arrange for teaching of the women in the villages. 
They would learn to use to better advantage what they 
already have and also would learn certain fundamentals 
of hygiene designed to improve tie health of the village 
people.
